— the FIFA World Youth Championship for the

These details were an- 
nounced at a special press 
function held yesterday at 
the Sydney Hilton Hotel. 

Managing Director of 
Channel 10 Sydney, Mr 
Brian Morris, said that the 
telecasts of all matches 

beamed by satel- 
lite to an audience of a 
billion people in nearly 50 
countries. 

The telecasts of the 32 
matches in the champion- 
ship would be the biggest 
sporting coverage yet by an 
Australian saber 

Sixteen nations are com- 
peting in the Champion- 
ship, which will be held in 
major Australian cities 
from October 3 to 18. 

The opening ceremony 


will be in Melbourne on 
petals the based 
ment. inating in S: 
on October 18 with the clos- 
ing ceremony and the final. 
Mr Morris said: “Scores 
of cameras and a hundred 
technicians would be used 
in the telecasts. 
“All these matches will be 
covered and beamed throu- 
ghout the world. 


“I want to stress not only 
prestke youngsters will 
feature in these games. 
Most are first division play- 
ers, many of whom 
already represented their 
countries in international 
matches,” Mr Morris said. 

One such player who 
competed in the last World 
Youth Championship was 
Diego Maradona from 
Argentina, now one of the 
world’s most explosive and 
expensive players. 

Peter Bent, associate 
manager of Chporais 
Sports Program for Coca- 
Cola, said: “The FIFA You- 
th Championship ranks sec- 
ond to the World Cup as an 
international sports spec- 
tacular,”

EDITORIAL 


Ave only one round of the 1981] 
rete Soccer League competition, we are} 
assailed by the depressing thought that Soc-' 
cer’s missing fans will not return this year. 

Too hasty a judgement? Possibly, but! 
nobody can deny that the aggregate roll-up, 
about 30,000 for eight matches,is way below 
what is required to keep the clubs solvent. 

Biggest crowd of the opening round was at 
Wollongong Showground where an accurate 
count of paying customers revealed the 
figure of 5,940. 

Yet many people on the New South Wales 
south coast confidently predicted there 
would be 10,000 peonte at that Wollongong v 
Olympians match. 

Certainly, there were reasons for the fans 
to stay away from many of the PSL games. 

First, the weather was most unsuitable 
...« for spectators almost as much as 
players. 

Secondly, if Soccer insists on inflicting) 
itself upon the public in summertime, it 
must expect to lose out on publicity. Sports 
Editors have little enthusiasm for football in 
Februai 

At this time of the year, precious space on 
the sports pages is gobbled up by, for 
instance, the Borg-McEnroe tennis spec- 
tacular, or the Victorian Open Golf, or 
conjecture about who will, or will not, go to 
England with Australia’s Test cricket team. 

Indeed much of the top brass in top 
newspapers believes Soccer is quite mad to 
seek publicity while summer sport domi- 
nates. 

Soccer, however, should not be searching 
for excuses t explain away its lack of 
spectator appeal. 

There is something radically wrong with 
the game in this country if, season after 
season, it fails to grab the attention of paying] 
customers. 

The Australian Soccer Federation runs 
the game. It is doing little to make it 
attractive to spectators. 

Perhaps the ASF believed it was working 
on the right lines when it set up its market- 
ing division in lavish style in North Sydney. 

But ASF Maree Ltd has not done 
much to suggest it can diagnose and remedy 
the code’s ailments. 

North Sydney has instigated gimmicky 
new names for PSL clubs, has designed 
logos in abundance, has dreamed up a cra: 
plan to switch from winter to summer and, 
as its latest offering, has introduced draw- 
ings of grotesque animals with strange 
sounding names. 

Marketing appears to be an essential part 
of any business these days an ssible 
that Soccer will eventually gain from its 
marketing division. 

“ the moment, though, the signs are not 
good. 
There is a slump in match attendances all 
over the world. Few countries have escaped 
the depression. The wise ones are working 
diligently to find out why fans are deserting 
the greatest game in the world. 

Australia — and that mean: the ASF — is 
not working hard enough on the problem. 

There must be a way of getting to Soccer's 
missing spectators and asking them — in the 
simplest way — why they no longer go to 
matches. 

That is the first step. 

If the answer is poor quality Soccer, or 
uncomfortable grounds, or lack of district 
identification, let the ASF work on these and 
come up with a solutions. 

Cartoons of kangaroos kicking footballs 
won't tempt the customers back. 

The one genuine step forward this year, 
and presumably ASF Marketing Ltd was 
instrumental in it, is the TV projection the 
sport gets on 0-28. 

Yet even this advantage has lost much of 
its impact because far too many viewers 
complain they cannot get an acceptable 
picture from 0-28 on their sets. 

So Soccer soldiers on, stumbling through 
a maze of indifference to its problems. 
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“What time is the next plane back to England?” 


That was my first reaction after arriving at Sydney Olympians six weeks 
ago and seeing the team training. 


The season has now 
begun and of course it 
started with a defeat for my 
team, but began quite nice- 
ly for me personally, for 
that simple reason of my 
first reaction. 

In fairness to the players, 


with their performance at 
Wollongong last week, in 
very warm conditions, whi- 
ch must have been difficult 
for both teams and the re- 
feree and his two linesmen.

These envelopes were introduced over two years 
ago for the specific purpose of commemorating 
events such as the Youth Championships. 

But here's the problem. We were told by market- 
ing officials of Australia Post in Sydney that it is 
highly unlikely that an envelope will be released. 

Meanwhile, Brian Le Fevre of the ASF informed 
us that, yes, there is going to be a special envelope 
teleased. 


So what's happening? The thing’s onineight 
months! 

Let's hope time doesn't run out. It would be a

BUENOS AIRES: Soccer prodi:
